Marti ndale was choked to 
death, and from indications at the 
scene it is supposed the lynchera 
raised and lowered him many times in 
order to extort a confession 1'rom^him. 
.Martindale was said to have attacked 
Mrs. Brewer, a schoolteacher living 
near Carthage. Mrs. Brewer informed 
her husband of the attack, and he soon 
gathered the mob. This is the first 
time in 50 years that a white man has 
met death at the hands of a mob in 
North Carolina.

ARE 


N£W YOHK, March 10.—A vast audi- 


ence crowded the Academy of Music iu 
this city today to hear Dr. Talniage. 
Discoursing ou "The Ministry of Tears," 
he put the misfortunes of life in a cheer- 
ful light, showing that if they were borne 
in the right spirit they might prove to be 
advantages. His text was Rev. vii, 17, 
"And tied shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes." 


What a spectacle a few weeks ago 


when the nations were in tears! Queen 
Victoria 
ascended 
from the highest 


throne on earth to a throne in heaven. 
The prayer more often offered than any 
prayer for the last G4 years had been an- 
swered, and God did save the queen. All 
round the world the bells were tolling, 
and the miaute guns were booming at 
the obsequies of the most honored wo- 
man of many centuries. 
As near four 


fears ago the English and American na- 
tions shook hands in congratulation at 
the queen's jubilee so in these, times two 
nations sh»ok hands in 'mournful sympa- 
thy at the queen's departure. No people 
outside Great Britain so deeply felt that 
mighty grief as our people. The cradles 
of many of our ancestors were rocked in 
Great Britain. Those ancestors played 
in childhood on the banks of the Tweed 
or the Thames or the Shannon. 
Take 


from our veins the English blood or the 
Welsh blood or the Irish blood or the 
Scotch blood and the stream of our life 
would be a mere shallow. They are over 
there bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh. It is our Wilberforce, our Cole- 
ridge, our De Quincey, our Robert Burns, 
our John Wesley, our John Knox, our 
Thomas Chalmers, our Walter Scott, our 
Bishop Charnock, our Larimer, our Rid- 
ley, our Robert Emmet, our Daniel 
O'Connell, our Havelock, our Ruskin, our 
Gladstone, our good and great and glo- 
rious Victoria. 


The language in which we offered the 


English nation our condolence is the 
same language in which John Bunyan 
dreamed and Milton saug and Shake- 
speare dramatized and Richard Baxter 
prayed and George Whitefield thunder- 
ed. 
The Prince of Wales, now king, 


paid reverential visit to Washington's 
tomb at Mount Vernon. and Longfellow's 
statue adorns Westminster abbey, and 
Abraham Lincoln in bronze looks down 
upon Scotland's capital. It was natural 
that these two nations be In tears. But 
I am not going to speak of national tears, 
but of individual tears and Bible tears. 


Riding across a western prairie, wild 


flowers up to the hub of the carriage 
wheel, and while a long distance from 
any shelter, there came a sudden shower, 
and, 
while the rain was falling in tor- 


rents, the sun Avas shining as brightly as 
I ever saw it shine, and I thought, What 
a beautiful spectacle is this! 
So the 


tears of the Bible are not midnight 
storm, but rain on pansied prairies in 
God's sweet and golden sunlight. 


The Ministry of Tear*. 


You remember that bottle which David 


labeled nb containing tears, and Mary's 
tears and Paul's tears and Christ's tears, 
and the harvest ol" joy that is to spring 
from the sowing oC tears. 
God mixes 


them; Goii rounds them; God shows 
them where to fall; God exhales them. 
A census is taken of them, and there is 
a record as to the moment when they 
wore born and as to the place of their 
grave. Tears of bad men are not kept. 
Alexander in his sorrow had the hail- 
clipped from his horses" and mules and 
made a groat ado about his grief, but in 
all the ^ at-os of heaven there i& not one 
of Alexander's tears. 
I speak of the 


tears of Gol's children. Alas, me, they 
are falling all the time! In summer you 
sometimes hear, the growling tbundcr, 
and you see there is a storm miles away, 
but you know from the drift of the clouds 
that it will not come anywhere near you. 
So. though it may be all bright around 
about you, there is a shower of trouble 
somewhere all the time. Tears, tears! 


What is the use of them anyhow? 


Why uot substitute laughter? Why not 
make this a world where all the people 
arc well and eternal strangers to pains 
and aches? What is the use of an east- 
ern storm when we might have a per- 
petual nor'wcster? Why, when' a family 
is put together, not have them all st;i3', 


of coffees coated with eggs and other substances 
claimed to make the coffee "self-settling." 


Ypu can easily imag'ne what these eggs were 


like, but if you don't want to trust your imagina- 
tion make the following 


•Mi-foundings. How shall he dp it? He 
cannot afford to efface bin horizon or to 
tear off m fiery panel from the sunset or 
to subtract an anther from the water lily 
or to banish the pungent aroma from the 
mignonette or to drag the robes of the 
morning in mire. You cannot expect a 
Christopher Wren to mar his own St. 
Pawl's cathedra! or a Michael Angelo to 
dash out his own "Last Judgment" or a 
Handel to discord his "Israel In Egypt," 
and you cannot expect God to spoil the 
architecture and music of his own world. 
How, then, are we to be made willing to 
leave? Here is where trouble comes in. 


New Heaven and New Eartb. 


After a man has had a good deal of 


trouble he says: "Well, I am ready to go. 
If there is a house somewhere whose 
roof does not leak, I would like to live 
there. If there is an atmosphere some- 
where that does not distress the lungs, I 
would like to breathe it. If there is a 
society somewhere where there is no tit- 
tle tattle, I would like to live there. If 
there is a home circle somewhere where 
I can find my lost friends, I would like 
to go there.'1 He used to read the first 
part of the Bible chiefly; now he' reads 
the last part of the Bible chiefly. Why 
has he changed "Genesis for Revelation? 
Ah, he used to bo anxious chiefiy to know 
how this world was made and all about 
its geological construction. Now he is 
chiefly anxious to know how the next 
world was made and how it looks and 
who lire there and how they dress. He 
reads Revelation ten times now where he 
reads Genesis once. The old story, "In 
the beginning G6d created the heavens 
and the earth," does not thrill him half 
as much as the other story, "I saw a new 
heaven and a new earth." 
The old 


man's hand trembles as he turns over 
this apocalyptical leaf, and he has to 
take out his handkerchief to wipe his 
spectacles. That book of Revelation is a 
prospectus now of the country into which 
he is soon to immigrate; the country in 
which he has lots already laid out and 
avenues opened and mansions built. 


It is trouble, my friends, that makes 


us feel our dependence upon God. 
We 


do not know our own weakness or God's 
strength until the last plank breaks. It 
is contemptible in us that only when 
there is nothing else to take hold of we 
catch hold of God. 
Why, do you know 


who the Lord is? He is not an autocrat, 
seated far up in a palace, from which he 
emerges once a year, preceded by her- 
alds swinging swords to clear the way. 
No. He is a father, willing at our call 
to stand by us in every crisis and predic- 
ament of life. 
I tell you what some of 


you business men make me think of. A 
man is unfortunate in his business. He 
has to raise a good deal of money, and 
raise it quickly. 
He borrows on word 


and note all he can borrow. 
After 


awhile he puts a mortgage on his house. 
After awhile he puts a second mortgage 
on his house. Then he puts a lien on his 
furniture. 
Then ho makes over his life 


insurance. Then he assigns all his prop- 
erty. Then ho goes to his father-in-law 
and asks for help. Well, having failed 
everywhere, completely failed, he gets 
down on his knees and says, "Oh, Lord, 
I have tried everybody and everything; 
now help me out of this financial trou- 
ble." He makes God the last resort in- 
stead of the first resort. 


A young man goes off from home to 


cam his fortune. 
He goes with his 


mother's consent and benediction. 
She 


has large wealth, but he Trimls to mal-:iv 
his own fortune, 
lie goes far away, 


falls sick, gets out of money. He sends 
for the hotel keeper where he is staying, 
asking for lenience, and the answer he 
gets is, "If you do uot pay up Saturday 
ni?ht, you'll be removed to the hospital."
